RADIUM CALLED MARVELOUS 


Philadelphia.—Apparent cures said 
to have been effected im cases of can- 
cer were demonstrated to the Hastern 
Homeopathetic association here. The 
results were described as the most 
marvelous ever seen, but no final 
opinion can be reached until after ex-: 
periments lasting five years , more. 
The basis of the treatment, which was 
discovered by physicians at the Hah- 
nemann hospital, consists of a radium 
emanation. 

The substance used in the treat- 
ment is a product of the disintegra- 
tion of radium and remains active 
only twenty-seven days. All forms 
of malignant tumors appeared to re- 
spond to the rays.

Fixed charges and recurrent ap- 
propriationg of the state government 
for the new biennium, which must be 
met by the 1925 legislature, will total 
$68,804,871.66, an increage over simi- 
lar charges for the present biennium 
of $9,180,644.91. State Controller Ray 
L. Riley explains that _ the fixed 
charges and recurrent appropriations 
consist of interest and redémption of 
bonds and various expenditures ‘that 
are fixed by the constitution or sta- 
tutes and must be provided for in the 
biennial budget, More ‘than $50,000,- 
000 of the fixed charges will go toward 
the support of.the public schools and 
the University of California, wiiile 
$11,925,505 represents bond interest 
and redemption accounts, The ele- 
mentary schools for the new bien- 
nium will require $35,487,740, the high 
schools $10,725,505 and the Univer- 
sity of California $5,108,826.32. As 
the constitution and statutes require 
that these charges are obligations 
that must be met by the legislature 
every two years, it means that the 
new budget will be increased by at 
least $9,000,000 over the 1923 budget. 
What the 1926-27 budget will total can- 
not be estimated at this time, although. 
it will be many millions in excess of 
the 1923 financial document. 


Will H. Marsh, chia of the state 
motor vehicle department;~-has in- 
structed traffic officers to devote at 
least three nights each week to check- 
ing up on auto headlights.

its ancient ‘site was known as Amisus 
and the district as Paphlagonia. It is 
the receiving port for the camel 


northward or southward across the 
500 miles of naked country lying be- 
tween the Black sea and the Eu- 
phrates. 

Off for the interior over. wretched 
roads, one passes field after field of 
tobacco, for what has _ elsewhere 
earnéd the pseudonym, “weed,” is the 
smoker’s ambrosia if it comes from 
Samsun. The Greek or Armenian to- 
bacco grower plows his field with the’ 
metal-tipped “crooked stick” of his 
ancestors; then sets out his plants in 
furrows a foot apart, choosing some 
sheltered valley into which the winter 
rains have washed rich soil. 

Dally’ from mid-July onward he 
picks the maturing leaves, of which 
the finest are the topmost on the 
stalk, The gathered leaves are 
stretched parallel across .wooden.dry- 
ing frames, At night the frames are 
suspended over'a well, the leaves thus 
absorbing sufficient moisture to pre- 
vent cracking. — 

The execrable highway climbs out 
of the tobacco country over mountain 
ridges and through almost treeless 
plains. But from ‘time to time fertile 
regions appear. To jog along for ten 
hours over a monotonously treeless 
plain, then suddenly to spy some 
white town tucked in a crease of the 
valley, its minarets Hfting from 
among green meadows and luxuriant 
poplar groves—such is typical of 
travel In wide Anatolia, with its un- 
expected oases of charm, 


Mosques of Sivas. 


Ever. since one of the later Ar- 
menian kings retreated before the 
westward sweep of the Seljuk Turks 
by bartering his province for Sivas, 
that city has been preponderantly Ar- 
menian in population, a* refuge for 
this Christian people flying from the 
Moslem terror. Nine hundred years 
have passed, yet today Sivas is still 
a refuge, sought by those Armenian 
girls who have escaped from the Mos- 
jem harems.intoe which they were 
forced during the war. 


Though the Seljuk emperors of 
Rum—that is, Anatolia—have been 
dust for seven centuries, their glory 
still ves in’ those magnificent 
mosques and mosque colleges which 
are found in half a dozen Anatolian 
towns, and in the vast crumbling 
khans which dot the surrounding 
‘plains. 

To walk. through the shoddy streets 
ad Sivas and come suddenly upon 
some tremendous stone temple carved 
over In a style which has at once 
a Gothic vigor, a lacelike delicacy, 
and the luxuriance of an orchid ‘Is a 
breathless experience, Here are por- 
tals. suggestive of stalactité caverns, 
designs ¢volyed from the forms of 
beasts, birds, lily-pads and six-pointed 
Stars, and arabesques so.cunning ‘that 
the ‘eye ‘can scarcely grasp- the bal- 
anced: complexity ‘of their interwoven 
tines,

Who were these master-builders of 
Islam? Early in the eleventh cen- 
tury the Seljuk Turks migrated west- 
ward through Bokhara to Bagdad, em- 
braced Mohammedanism, and within 
40 years had founded an empire 
stretching from Afghanistan to the 
Mediterranean. , 

After only 70 years’ duration, ther 
empire was engulfed in the tidal wave 
of Mongolian invasion. 

During that brief span the splendid 
sultans of Rum gathered at their 
Anatolian court the flower of Persian 
and Arabian genius -- architects, 
poets, scholars, and mystics alike 
fleeing before the savage Mongol— 
and fathered a brief renaissance of 
Moslem art, ; 

It was during the reign of a single 
sultan that the most beautiful of ‘the 
Seljuk mosques appeared. Aladdin of 
the wonderful lamp ‘y quite con 
ceivably be no oth- ian this same 
Ala-ud-din Kaikobad 1, at whose com- 
mand majestic piles sprang out of the 
plain, like those enchanted palaces of 
the Arabian “nights. 

The route from Sivas to Kaisariye 
lies over the mountains and: across 
125 miles of plain which yield many 


.glimpses of Seljuk remains inter- 


mingled with Turkish peasant life, 
Along the excellent highroad, and 
Placed’ at distances of a day’s march 
between, rise those crumbled masses 
of masonry, the Seljuk khans, erected 
by Ala-ud-din Kalkobad—a veritable 
chain of botels under. ome royal man- 
agement, intended to accommodate 
traveling embassies, personages of the 
réigning house, and the suiltah’s own 
caravans, 


Greeks in Kaisariye. 

Just as Sivas has long been an Ar 
menian center, so Kaisariye has been 
predominantly Greek ever since the 
days when this region was known as 
Cappadocia. Greek vineyards still 
clothe the flanks of Mt. Argaéus 
and Greek donkey trains still trans+ 
port gum arabic across the mountains 
to Kaisariye, where it is sorted and 
retailed for the sizing of cotton fab- 
rics. \ 

As a shopkeeper, the Cappadocian 
Greek so excels the Turk that the lat- 
ter, by boycott and terrorism, has 
dyiven his rival from the bazaar. ' 

More than any other Anatolian 
town, Kaisariye breathes of an olden 
distinction as a trade center and the 
seat of kings. Under the shadow of 
its Seljuk mosques and Seljuk castle 
walls, the big, bazaar hums with the 
babel of half a dozen tongues, 

Persian, Jewish and Syrian mer. 
chants discuss prices and politics, as 
from the backs of their kneeling 
camel trains tumble bales of» Kok- 
hara rugs and Damascus silks. Small 
boys fly about with glasses of tea 
wherewith to slake throats dry from 
bargain arguments, Kverywhere por- 
ters are shouting, for right of way, 
bazaar-keepers are crying praises of 
their wares, professional “touts” are 
gabbling recommendations into strang- 
ers’ ears, and squatting beggars are 
wailing for alms. A 

Even the barber's seated subject 
holds the copper bowl of suds’ under 
his qwn half-shaven chin, go that tlie 
razor-wielder’s hands may: be left free 
for copius gesticulation during his 
rapid-fire monologue. 

Indeed, next to an American stock 
exchange, the. bazaar is the greatest 
talkfest in the world. 

And it Is distinctly a man’s talkfest, 
No woman's voice is heard’ and but 
few women are to be seen, these few, 
always in pairs, making their bargains 
in undertones from behind their black 
vells. and regaining the outer world 
as soon as possible.

TAPIOCA DISHES 
Taplocs is a dessert which may safe 
ly be served, to the children. It 1s es- 
' (pecially inviting when 
combined with fruit. Take 
one cupful of sugar, one 
half cupful of quick cook- 
ing tapioca, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt and three 
cupfals of boiling water, 
Cook until the tapioca ig 
transparent, then pour-it 
into a well-greased bak- 
ing dish and cover the top with peeled 
and quartered apples. Bake until the 
dpples are done. Serve hot or cold 
with sugar and cream. 

Maple Tapioca.—One may use one 
and one-fourth cupfuls of brown sugar 
with a half teaspoonful of maple flav-~ 
oring {f the maple sirup or sugar Is 
not at hand; ddd one-half teaspoonful 
of salt and three cupfuls_ of bolling 
water to one-half cupful Of tapioca. 
Cook ina double boiler’ after the first 
ten minutes of cooking and serve cold 
with cream, 

Taploca Custard.—Soak two-thirds 
of a-cupful of tapioca one hour: in 
cold water, drain, then add to four cup- 
fuls of scalded. milk and cook IN a 
double boiler for half an hour. Beat 
three eggs slightly, add one-half cup- 
ful of: sugar, one ‘teaspoonful of salt, 
and pour on gradually the hot mix- 
ture. Turn into. a buttered baking 
dish, add one tablespoonful of butter 
and bake thirty minutes in a slow 
oven, 

Tapioca Rabbit.—Cut fine one cup- 
ful of rich cheese, add it to a pint of 
milk, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
level teaspoonful of mustard, red. pep- 
per to taste, and two level tablespoon- 
fuls of quick-cooking tapioca. Cook 
until thick in a double boiler or chafing 
dish and just before serving add a 
well-beaten egg. Serve on toast or 
erackers, 

Peach Taploca—Drain a can of 
peaches, sprinkle with powdered sugar 
and let stand.one hour. To one cupful 
of tapioca, add three cupfuls of boll- 
ing water, one-half cupful of sugar and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. Cook un- 
til the tapioca is transparent. The 
peach juice from the can may be used, 
adding enough water to make the 
three cupfuls of liquid.
